The waste in six 
leading industries was. placed at 
40 per cent.

Supervisors of Southern Cali­ 
fornia counties returning from the 
convention of supervisors just con­ 
cluded at Eureka are finding a 
great deal of amusement in the 
unhappy plight of sponsors of the 
Water and Power Act who endeav­ 
ored to have the convention take 
favorable action on the measure.

Instead of getting a resolution 
through, these supporters of tho 
half-billion dollar Water and Power 
Act were turned down cold after 
the supervisors in a private poll 
discovered that of 160 delegates- 
present, 132 were against the Act.

Thus the well laid plans of the 
proponents of the Water and Power 
Art proved a boomerang that will 
have far-reaching effect. John F. 
Mullin, a supervisor of Alameda 
County, who made the poll, said:

"Nobody knows better than the 
supervisors that this is no time 
for the presentation of a measure 
t'r.ii* carries such a tremendous 
burden of taxation. While the 
Water and Power experiment was 
going on, taxes would be going up 
because there would be no returns 
and every county would have to 
bear Its share.

"IHoney is needed to build and 
widen highways, for Improving our 
hospital facilities and for many 
other necessities of government. 
The Water and Power Act would 
mak9 it harder to get money lor 
these essential needs, and that is 
why most supervisors are going tc 
help kill it at the polls."
